On that date, Stan­ 
ton continued, explicit charges of 
fixing on one independently pro­ 
duced program were brought to 
his attention. 
•‘Sufficient supporting evidence 
was found within a week." he con­ 
tinued. "and the program was 
thrown off the air.

Miss Davidson said she was 
fraudulently eliminated on Oct. 29, 
1956 by Herbert Stempel, first of 
the big money winners and first 
to charge publicly that the show 
was fixed. 
Miss Davidson argued in her 
New York State Court suit she had 
sufficient knowledge to win at 
least $100,000. She left the isola­ 
tion booth with a $100 consolation 
award. 
She also said she had been "un­ 
fairly subjected to intense humili 
ation and disgrace.” subpoenaed 
before a New York grand jury 
probing quiz show rigging, and 
her reputation and income dam- 
ged. 
She was defeated, and wrongly 
deprived of that money, she said, 
because Stempel “received an­ 
swers to the questions” in ad­ 
vance.

said they allowed too much time to 
elapse before pressing patients for pay­ 
ment of their bills. 
This practice of easy billing is said 
to be a characteristic of state institu­ 
tions. 
It is partly explained by the 
fact that polit it a! repercussions may at­ 
tend a hard-boiled collection policy. 


Then, too, to put It the other way 
around, friends may be made for a po­ 
litical organization, if state agencies 
only go through the notions of collect­ 
ing bills—and are careful never to get 
tough. 
By this latter practice, unpaid 
accounts tend to l>e ignored. 
The in­ 
stitution just asks for 
more 
money 
from the Legislature to cover the op­ 
erating deficit* which result. 
Auditor General Smith has struck a 
blow at this type of state financing. We 
can expect to hear howls of political 
pain, if he keeps the pressure on this 
sensitive spot—but we can also expect 
his diligence to lighten our tax burdens, 
for the more closely state institutions 
collect their bills the .ess they will need 
to rely on the Legislature for funds*

Election Aftermath - - Indi­ 
cations have been strong in re­ 
cent weeks that following this 
week's 
election, 
the 
Demo- 
erat ic Lawrence Administra­ 
tion may move smartly in the 
direction of squaring away pa­ 
tronage problems that quietly 
have plagued Administration 
aides. 
Historically patronage moves 
Invariably have been deferred 
until after a coming election. 
. . . Since the Lawrence Ad­ 
ministration has been in the 
driver’s seat there have been 
comparatively few changes on 
the state payroll front. Up­ 
rearing* and public washing 
of political linen on this score 
— two items abhorred by the 
Administration — have been 
almost non-existent or kept 
under a tight clamp . . , The 
election has been the big thing. 
With this out of the way, 
some changes are expected — 
to pacify some of the clamor­ 
ing county chairmen and to 
whip the organization 
i n t o 
shape for the uf>coming I960 
presidential election year. 
The goal: To Insure maxi­ 
mum use of every possible far- 
llity as a guideline for what 
Democratic hope will be a

Two 
definitions 
may cor­ 
rectly he given to the word 
featherbedding. 
One is that 
a l a b o r e r 
performs less 
work than he 
is paid to do 
or that he is 
capable 
o f 
doing 
in 
a 
given time. 
The other 
is that 
the 
unions require that more per­ 
sonnel be hired on a Job than 
is necessary, so that an indi­ 
vidual worker perforce must 
do less than he is able to do. 
Making work rules is 
the 
function of management not 
of th* labor union. In fact, 
union Interferance can drive 
us far behind In the world 
competition for markets. 
An Instance of the first 
kind of featherbedding la 
the use of smaller brushes 
by painters, and the union's 
rejection of rollers. This 
means that the individual 
painter lo slowed up. 


He cannot do as much work 
aa it is possible for him to do 
in a given period and for w hick 
he is being paid. 
If he is a 
conscientious 
individual, 
he 
will work slowly so that he 
does not display idle time, 
In effect, th# union rulea 
cheat th# contractor; they pre­ 
vent th# worker from becom­ 
ing 
a 
craftsman. 
Actually, 
they keep the worker down in 
the scale of promotions. 
An example of th# other 
form of featherbedding is on 
th# railroads. They are forced 
to employ more workers than 
ar# required to do th* Job ef­ 
ficiently. 
Thus, th# cost of operations 
has gone so high that both 
travellers and shippers avoid 
the railroads which sooner or 
later must close down. Many 
of th# present railroad work­ 
ers are older men who ar* 
waiting to be retired. It is not 
a good Job for an ambitioua 
young man. anymore. 
Another example of feather­ 
bedding is found in some news­ 
papers, the typographical union 
demanding that when an ad­ 
vertiser sends in a mat of ma­ 
terial already set up and ready 
for plating—that is, as you se* 
It in th# newspaper—a member 
of the union sets up a dupli­ 
cate which is thrown away. 
This is (’ailed “Bogus” in the 
trade and takes place every 
day. 
It is a very expensive 
item in this business and a 
wasteful one. 
No one can defend feather­ 
bedding because It is waste— 
human waste, capital waste, 
waste of property and equip­ 
ment. lit is a form of increas­ 
ing wages and increasing the 
number of employes. 
The end effect of the process 
is that it ups the price beyond 
reason 
and 
has 
out-priced, 
along with other causes, Am­ 
erican goods in foreign mar­ 
kets and in some 
instances 
even in American markets. 
Featherbedding has unfortu­ 
nate aoclo-paychological effects. 
A man is employed to work 4U 
hours a week. His union speci­ 
fies coffpp-brcak.s, which only 
add to his fat and give the 
girls time to gossip. 
The union also stipulates cer­ 
tain holidays during the year. 
A 40-hour week is the lowest 
time for employment in any 
industrial countrq “It is an 
eight-hour day,” five days a 
week. 
Actually, it is less than a 
seven-hour day, considering all 
the minutes for breaks and 
rest* and the go-slow of feath­ 
erbedding. 
In effecl, it is a 
constant sabotage, hut as it 
works out, it is not the busi­ 
ness alone that suffers but the 
national economy. 


True, it is possible for a 
modern industry to put rn 
labor-saving devices and to 
try to absorb the cost of 
featherbedding, but many 
Industries have reached the 
breaking-point 
a t 
which 
featherbedding cannot ba 
absorbed by the m arket. 


This is the essential eau-* 
of th# steel strike. 
Whereas 
a* long. aa th* 
at eel 
price 
•auld absorb tha aa* af feath­ 


erbedding 
the companies did 
not fight it; today, however, 
the 
steel 
companies 
cannot 
competitively absorb the cost 
— nor ran American automo­ 
bile companies. 
Therefore what the union 
may ultimately force Ameri­ 
can Industry to is nationaliza- 
tlon; that Is either th# gov­ 
ernment will own 
the com­ 
panies or will grant them sub­ 
ventions to make up for eco­ 
nomically 
unnecessary 
em­ 
ployment which may be so­ 
cially necessary. 
There Is another side to this 
coin. While we have an enor­ 
mous labor force of 70.000 000 
and automation Is reducing 
the need for excessive man­ 
power. there are actual short­ 
ages In all 
service employ­ 
ment*. 
Where do these skilled ser­ 
vice workers disappear to? Let 
us say, nurses. 
What other 
work do they do that there Is 
such a shortage of them? Ha* 
featherbedding created 
such 
an attitude that 
unpleasant 
hut necessary work Is avoided?

It is a 
masterpiece 
of

design. It is the most rem ark­ 
able chemical and electronic 
plant ever created. 
It Is cap­ 
able 
of 
Incredible 
ach.eve- 
ments. 
Rockets to the moon 
and th# exploration 
of 
hu­ 
man cella Nevertheless, it is 
ruled by a form of justice we 
carry 
within 
ourselves and 
wa have named It conscience. 
*1 have learned a lot in those 
three yeara especially the last 
three weeks.” said Yan Dom. 
“I've learned a lot about life. 
I v# learned a lot about my­ 
self, and about the revponsi- 
hilities any man has to his fel­ 
low man." 


What Van Doren has learned 
Is that a human being is not 
just a oomplex biological struc­ 
ture. He la a part of the va* 
tapestry af humanity. 
And 
the man who destroys only a 
single thread—deprive# all of 
us of Its protective warmth. 


The torment of Van Doren 
deserves a measure of under­ 
standing and sympathy. In the 
end. he went through the hell 
of facing himself. Let no man 
ditemss 
such 
an 
experience 
casually. 
Not 
many 
people 
have th* courage or ability to 
se* themselves ss they really 
are. 
It can be a tremendous 
thing to suddenly .see the hid­ 
den universe of yourself. 
And 
what did Van D>oren see? “In 
a sense, I was like a child who 
refuses to admit a fact in the 
hope that It will go away. Of 
course it did not go away, and 
and Investigation was begun 
by th# office of th# District At­ 
torney . . . I had been living 
in 
dread 
for 
nearly 
three 
year*; now I became almost 
panic stricken but I still de­ 
nied to the investigator* that 
I had ben Involved. 
I felt I 
just could not admit it." 


Adversity ran he a ruthless 
teacher, but what it teaches is 
never forgotten. 
“I ve learn­ 
ed.” declared Van Doren. “a 
lot about good and evil. They 
ar# not always what they ap­ 
pear to be.” 
Down through 
the years philosophy and theo­ 
logy have sought to teach us 
the difference between good 
and evil. But how many people 
learn? 
After so many cen­ 
turies 
The 
Ten 
Command­ 
ments are little more than 
glorious hopes — when 
they 
should be shimmering realities. 
Fundamentally, 
the 
inability 
to learn moral lessons stems 
from the fact that human be­ 
ings are 
well, human. They 
are subject to weakness and 
temptation. 
Only 
the 
very 
strong are never tempted to 
evil beyond their power to re­ 
sist. 
It is hardly news to re­ 
port that sin is as common as 
people. 
And not 
many 
hu­ 
mans can 
truthfuly 
confess 
that they have never succumb­ 
ed to the Devil. 


Fame alway* starts out as 
an 
embrace—and 
frequently 
becomes a noose. 
In the story 
of Charles Van Doren the pro- 
cesa followed a classic pattern. 
He pointed out: “I received 
thousands of letters and doz­ 
ens 
of 
requests 
to

speeches, appeared In the mov­ 
ies and so forth—in short, all 
thetrappings of modern public­ 
ity. To a certain extent this 
went to my head.”

tim* and energy, the constant 
pressures, the 
anxieties,
